Fireman Harry A, Woff of Tyrone 


Is Pinned Under Engine 


And Instantly Killed 


BRAKEMAN "BADLY INJURED 


Two of the big engines 
used on 


the Tyrone branch of the P. R. R., 
Nos. 72 and 469, extras, were bring- 
ing a load of "empties" up from 
Tyrone this Friday afternoon and on 
'reaching the south end of the "Big 
Fill" about 12:40 'clock, engine 72 
jumped the track and toppled over on 
its side. 
Harry A. Wolf of Tyrone, 


the' (fireman, was pinned underneath 
and met his death almost instantly. 
The engineer, Harry LaPorte escaped 
without injury. 


Seven of the cars were derailed, 


and in the shake-up S. Boyd New- 
man a brakeman, sustained painful, 
but it is thought not serious injuries. 
He was removed to the Altoonh hos- 
pital. 
T. i. Van Scoyoc was engineer 


on engine 469, which remained on the 
track. 
G. A. Huntsman was conduc- 


tor of the train.

are being rjbsted today in all stations 
waiting rooms and other public places 
of the Pennsylvania railroad lines east 
of Pittsburgh and Erie calling atten- 
tion to the necessity for complying 
with the quarantine regulation. Warn- 
ing is given of the annoyance 
that 


may result from attempting to trans- 
port children without proper health 
certificates;. 
The notice reads as 


follows: 


"On account of the prevalence of 


infantile paralysis additional quaran- 
tines are being established daily and 
quarantine officers at such quarantine 
points will stop all children under 16 
years of age not provided with health 
certificates." It is recommended that 
certificates be procured from the prop- 
er health officers for all children un- 
der 15 years of age 
before buying 


transportation to any point.

Too Expensive For By-Roads 


Gives Methods of Construction and General Advice on 


Building Good Roads. 


Washington, Adjust f>.—"The ma- 


cadam road," said the United States 
office of public road.'; today, "is par- 
ticularly adapted to main highways 
connecting centers of population, l>ut 
is not satisfactory for c-ity streets and 
is too expensive for rural roads other 
than main highways or pikes." The 
department has been investigating.

The macadam method op road con-

the 
world, 


are: a raised, thoroughly drained, and 
crowned earth foundation a sub-sur- 
face of broken-tone fragments, not 
.larger than 2 1-2 inches in diameter 
and of uniform size; a surface binding- 
of stone dust and screenings.

Gdverirtneflt Finds Macadam Road 


Too Expensive For By-Roads 


Gives Methods of Construction and General Advice on 


Building Good Roads. 


Washington, Adjust f>.—"The ma- 


cadam road," said the United States 
office of public road.'; today, "is par- 
ticularly adapted to main highways 
connecting centers of population, l>ut 
is not satisfactory for c-ity streets and 
is too expensive for rural roads other 
than main highways or pikes." The 
department has been investigating. 


From 12 to 15 font is recommended

The macadam method op road con- 


struction was first introduced about 
the bofrinninK of the nineteenth cen- 
tury in England by :i 
Scotchman 


named John Louden MacAdam. 


The chief features of thin construc- 


tion, which has since become one of 
the foremost methods of road-build- 
ing in every country of 
the 
world, 


are: a raised, thoroughly drained, and 
crowned earth foundation a sub-sur- 
face of broken-tone fragments, not 
.larger than 2 1-2 inches in diameter 
and of uniform size; a surface binding- 
of stone dust and screenings. 


During: the last forty years 
this 


method has' been modified and the 
stone fragments urc graduated in 
size with the corner stones at the 
bottom. 


Recently various bituminous prep- 


arations have been added to the sur- 
face of binders. 
Heavy, petroleum 


oils, asphalts, bituminous cements and 
tax mixture's are now used largely for 
this purpose. 
The addition of some 


such binding material renders road 
impervious to the damaging action of 
water and forms a hard, smooth, re- 
slent surface. 


Although it formerly was thought 


necessary to surface the ,road with a 
laver of macadam from 8 to 12 inches 
in depth, Uncle Sam's road experts 
declared the surface should be as thin 
as is consiatant withd urability—not 
over (! inches deep in any case and 
oflen only three. 
This suving of sur- 


facing material greatly 
lowers the 


cost of the road, without detracting 
from its 
wearing 
qualities in 
the 


lenst, they contend. 


The road-bed should be of porous 


material, well-drained, am! should be 
free from clay or loam. 


tirades exceeding f! feet to every
